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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -9 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior arts of record teach or suggest the claimed limitation wherein the new 
aggregation bandwidth of a path is calculated based on bandwidth parameters, and 
bandwidth parameters comprising path request bandwidth. A first aggregation 
bandwidth of an existing path connecting of first user site and second user site as a 
connecting user site and access line bandwidth of said connecting user site; and then 
allocating new aggregation bandwidth to plurality of nodes. Access line width of a node 
is taken into consideration in setting a path request bandwidth as the least of bandwidth 
of first access line and bandwidth of second access line. None of the prior arts of 
record teach or suggest the claimed limitations.
